It will not be proper any longer 
to call the Everglades Memorial 
Hosptal by that appellation, ax the 
new nàme.wil be Western Palth 
Beach County hospital, this name 
having been officially chosen ^y 
the new hospital commission. 

Under the new district set up: 
the hospital will be supported by 
а tax levy income, which’ is pro- 
vided under the law which permits 
the formation of the Association 

During the period which the 
hospital was operated until the 
present board took over its man- 
agement, it has had many finan- 
cial worries, but managed to pull 
through in some manner, and give 
service to humanity. During that 
period records showed that 1,265 
patients have been hospitalized, 
from one day to five months, and 
many major surgical operations
